America, described his method of 
combatting Spanish influenza by 
means of "immunizing--a patient to 
his own poison;.".

had used the "treatment "without a 
single fatality or. any complica- 
tions."

"Briefly.'i the physician said, "I 


take one drachm of-mucous from the 
infected area arid pasteurize it in 
one ounce of filtered water where is 
remains several .hours. 
One cubic 


centimeter of this toxine, injected 
subcutaneously will effect a spon- 
taneous cure, of Spanish influenza, 
pneumonia, catarrh, or. any similar 
localized infection. 
It will stop any 


cough, except tuberculosis, inside of
